SERIOUS BURMA POSITION 


LONDON, Wednesday.—The follow- 
ing communiqué was issued in New 
Delhi to-day:—‘‘ Andaman Islands 
were occupied by a Japanese force on 
23rd March, Our forces in the islands 
were withdrawn some days previously, 
lt was also found possible to evacuate 
a considerable proportion of the

CLASHES IN BURMA 

NEW DELHI, Wednesday.—There 
is continued air activity in the Central 
Burma area, with losses of aircraft on 
both sides, says an official communiqué, 
Japanese attacks by bombers, escorted 
by fighters, on Royal Air Force aero- 
dromes were heavy, and there were 
some casualties on the ground. 
‘‘Enemy fighters which attempted 
strafing were engaged by ground 
defences. Our fighters intervened, 
and in air combats one enemy fighter 
was brought down. Another fighter 
and two bombers were probably 
destroyed and several damaged. One 
of our fighters was lost.’’—(Reuter. )

AUSTRALIA’S TASK 
CANBERRA, Wednesday.— ‘The nine- 
teenth raid by Japanese bombers on 
Port Moresby (New Guinea) was made 
this morning, but “no damage was 
caused and there were no casualties,’’ 
savs @ communiqué — 

Mr. Curtin, the Premier, told the 
House of Representatives, when he 
tabled the White Paper containing 
coumunications between himself, Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Casey concerning 
Mr. Casey’s appointment as Minister 
of State in Cairo: “I did not wish to 
force an unwilling man to remain in 
the Australian service. As far as Mr. 
Churchill and I are concerned, I have 
the utmost respect and admiration for 
him, his work and his leadership. I 
have not said a word against him. 
This unfortunate misunderstanding 
arose because the news of Mr. Casey’s 
appointment was received from the 
radio. This wag not Mr. Churchill’s 
fault. Mr. Churchill put the proposal 
to me. I did not like it. I told him 
so—Mr. Casey had not any insecurity 
lears. I had the utmost satisfaction 
with regard to his work.” 

The cable from Mr. Casey to Mr. 
Curtin, given in the White Paper, 
states:—‘* Have discussed Churchill’s 
proposal with Evatt in light of all 
facts and circumstances. Evatt agrees 
on whole I should accept. Evatt does 
not believe adequate Australian repre- 
sentation in Washington presents great 
difficulty. Believes presence of 
Australian in appointment suggested 
by Churchill must be advantageous.”’ 


“There have been forecasts of Aus- 
tralia’s function ag an offensive base in 
the ultimate process of driving back 
Japan from the South-Western Pacific. 
That is, in fact, our goal. But let us 
not exaggerate the speed with which 
we can reach it,” continued the 
Premier. 


BLOWS TO COME 


Dealing with the future, he said: 
‘“‘It is probable that the German and 
Italian output of war material is still 
substantially greater than that which 
the Allies can make available to the 
European and Mediterranean theatres 
of war. It is a reasonable certainty 
that at a time and at noints which can 
only be a matter of speculation heavy 
and well-prepared Ges will be 
delivered at the Allied positions. They 
may include a final attempt to force 
Russia out of the war, a drive to the 
oilfields of the Middle East, or even 
an attempt to link the European Axis 
with Japan. 

“If any of these attempts were to 
succeed it would be a delusion to 
suppose that Australia’s position or 
continued capacity for self-defence, let 
alone ability to build up an offensive 
againt Japan, would not be gravely 
jeopardised. 

““ Australia must te held and India 
must be held, because they constitute 
the two bases on which the whole 
Allied position in Asia and the Pacific 
depends, and from which the offensive 
will flow to ultima victory.’’— 
(Reuter. ) | 


U.S. REPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—The 
Japanese air bombardment of the har- 
bo .efences of Manila Bay and posi- 
tions in the Bataan peninsula was re- 
sumed to-day, says a War Department 
communiqué. Twenty-seven enemy 
bombers and a fe small "planes ve - 
ticipated in the attacks, it adds. Con- 
tinued enemy ground activity in the 
Peninsula indicates the arrival of Japa- 
nese reinforcements. 

Reports have been received of local 
skirmishes in the vicinity of Digos, on 
the Island of Mindanao, in which our 
troops were .uccessful.—-(Reuter.) 

A medium-sized U.S. merchantman 
ha: been torpedoed off the Atlantic 
coast, the Navy Department announces. 

Reuter’s Correspondent at Pearl Har- 
bour states—‘‘ Several Japanese pri- 
soners were taken in a combined U.S. 
naval and air attack on Wake and 
Marcus Islands on February 24 and 
March 4th. Eye-witnesses declare that 
coastal and shore installations on both 
islands were ‘ battered for hours’ from 
the sea and air. Of the two American 
‘planes lost one was brought down on 
each island by A.A. fire. Prisoners 
taken off Wake Island were rescued 
from the water after the two Japanese 
patrol boats had been sunk by bombs 
and shells. The three seaplanes de- 
stroyed on Wake Island made up the 
entire strength of the island. Fuel 
barges and dredges were sunk, and 
fuel storages, underground hangars, 
and stores were demolished.” 

The Japanese captured Wake Island 


from the U.S. in December last.

A decision as to whether they will 
be permitted to drive their vehicles for 
non-essential purposes has not yet been 
taken, but a statement is expected with- 
in a few days. 

The ition of motorists who have 
the plants and are using them at pre- 
sent. has, in the light of the coming 
ban on private motoring, created con- 
siderable speculation among owners, 
and some confusion in the trade. Re- 
latively small in number, the cars 
driven by gas producer plants require, 
for the greater part, a small quantity 
of petrol for priming purposes—about 
two gallons a month—and it is under- 
stood that petrol for such a purpose 
will not be granted for non-essential 
motoring. In some instances, however, 
an apparatus is in use which does not 
require petrol for starting, and it is 
hoped that such vehicles will be ex- 
cluded from the ban. 


SAME ’BUS SERVICE 


The extent to which public transport 
will later become affected by the short- 
age of fuel and rubber it is not yet 
possible to indicate, but with a con- 
tinuance of war a curtailment is 
certain. ‘‘ At present,” said Mr. L. 
Luke, Publicity Officer of the Dublin 
Transport Company, yesterday, “it is 
not intended to make saitallineada in 
the ‘bus schedule, as suggested in the 
Irish Times. There is no immediate 
prospect of interference with the exist- 
Ing services on the lines mentioned.’’

to provide for the carrying of 
additional passengers in omnibuses at 
any time during the emergency. The 
Order provides for the carrying of 
additional passengers, not exceeding 
eight, or one-third.of the sitting accom- 
modation in a single-deck omnibus or 
in the lower deck of a double-deck 
omnibus No additional passengers may 
be carried in the upper deck of a 
double deck omnibus.

NINE CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPTED MURDER

SINGAPORE INQUIRY 
SOUGHT 


In the House of Lords yesterday, 
Lord Addison produced a ‘letter from 
a colonel commanding a Scottish regi- 
ment who fought in Malaya, and was 
now believed dead (see London Letter). 
Lord Addison, who was demanding 
a Royal Commission to inquire into 
and report on Singapore’s defences, 
quoted the letter in a reference to “‘a 
plan for occupying Singers, forty miles 
over the Siamese border.”’ 

The officer wrote :—‘‘ The scheme was 
assembled behind the border, but, being 
the entrance to a neutral country, per- 
mission had to be obtained from home. 
For three days we awaited instructions 
—just nice time for the Japs to land 
a division uninterrupted and begin their 
advance.” " 

Lord Addison declared:—' |! hope 
we shall never see again a picture of a 
British general marching at the head of 
his staff with the Union Jack and white 
flag to hand over to our enemies.”’ 

Lord Wedgwood said that if the in- 
quiry was going to hamstring what 
little spirit of attack there was left in 
the country, it was to be deplored. 
‘‘ No British ship strikes its flag,” he 
said. ‘‘ No German General surrenders. 
We did not do so in the past.” 

Lord Cranborne, Colonial Secretary, 
said that the Government was as 
anxious as anyone to get at the facts, 
but the absolute truth was that it did 
not possess the material facts for a 
full-dress inquiry.

DEPUTIES’ VIEWS ON 
ITS PURPOSE 


a second reading of the Central 
Bank Bill (1942), which was 
moved in the Dail yesterday by Mr. 
Sean T. O'Kelly Minister for 
Finance, was carried, and the House 
adjourned until this morning. — 

Mr. O’KELLY said that the principal 
duty of a central bank was the mainten- 
ance of the integrity of the national 
monetary unit and the safeguarding of 
the credit position. To carry out this 
task the Central Bank had to ensure 
the maintenance of external stability, 
whether it be in terms of gold or of 
some foreign currency; to take care of 
the monetary reserves of gold and 
foreign exchange, and also to have 
certain means to influence the currency 
and credit position within the country. 
The Currency Commission was bound 
to exchange Irish pounds for pounds 
sterling (and (vice versa) in any 
amounts required. Central banks on an 
exchange standard were usually free to 
operate in a number of currencies, but 
this freedom was generally not utilised ; 
for a central bank operated, as a rule, 
principally only in one foreign field. 
“It is natural that our monetary 
authority should operate principally in 
sterling, because our foreign trade is 
mainly with the United Kingdom.” 
The Central Bank would be empowered 
to rediscount commercial and other 
bills for credit institutions; to grant 
advances to them against specilied 
securities, and to issue legal tender 
notes directly in exchange for home 
Government securities of such kinds as 
were approved by it under the provi- 
sions of Section ó of the Currency 
(Amendment) Act, 1930. 


SHARE CAPITAL 


Tt was gi crú that the share 
righ of the Central Bank should be 
heid by the Minister for Finance, and 
that each of the eight share-holding 
banks of the Currency Commission 
should be repaid the sum paid up b 
it. It was also proposed in the bill 
that these share-holding banks would 
be associated with the Central. Bank 
for. certain purposes, and .provision 
was being made whereby they would 
be represented by three banking 
directors on the Board of the Central 
Bank. ‘his was the same number as 
the banks had on the Currency Com- 
mission, but the method of appoint- 
ment would be different. 

The provision of up to five non- 
banking members, not more than two 
of them to be service directors, would 
ensure that the various other voca- 
tional groups would not be in- 
adequately represented. Although if 
was intended to have the fullest co- 
operation between the Central Bank 
and the Government, the Government 
did not propose to interfere with the 
administration of the bank, which 
would be independent in its functions. 
The Comptroller and Auditor-Generai 
would. under the Currency Act, 1927; 
audit the accounta of the Central Bank, 
and the annual report of the bank 
would be presented to the Dail. The 
Oireachtas would be able to amend 
the provisions of the bill when enacted, 
and in that sense the bank would be 
amenable to the Oireachtas. The bill 
proposed to terminate the svstem 
of consolidated bank notes, and 
to have only legal tender notes 
issued solely by the Central Bank. 
That should not have a deflationary 
effect, as it was expected that as thev 
were withdrawn they would be sub- 
stituted by a roughly’ equivalent 
amount of legal tender notes. It was 
proposed to extend the process of ex- 
tinguishing the notes over a twelve 
years period. 


BANKERS’ DEPOSITS 


Every banker would have to deposit 
in the High Court £10,000 during the 
three years beginning January Ist 
next, and a sum of £20,000 thereafter. 
This was a protection for the public. 
A banking business could only be 
carried on under annual licence from 
the Revenue Commissioners. Pro- 
visions are made for preventing 
counterfeit currency being issued. The 
bill will wind up the Note Reserve 
Fund, which will be replaced by a 
currency reserve within the General 
Fund. 

Under the bill the Central Bank 
might demand from persons selling 
goods on hire-purchase terms such in- 
formation as it might think necessary, 
to be furnished within 14 days or at 
three-monthly intervals. Buyers on the 
hire-purchase system were mortgaging 
future income, and if the practice 
spread it might affect the general 
stability of economic life. The result 
might be to leave too small a free 
margin of unmortgaged income avail- 
able in times of depression, with detri- 
mental effects on such industries as 
did not sell on hire-purchase terms.

RATIONING CARDS AS 
CURRENCY

AGRICULTURAL WAGES 


PROFESSOR MAGENNIS’S PLEA 
FOR LABOURERS 


What is wrong with the working of 
the land? Why is it impossible to get 
farmers to. keep books and conduct 
their industry with common-sense’ 

These questions were raised in the 
Senate yesterday by Professor William 
Magennis, who made a striking appeal 
on behalf of the agricultural labotrer, 
in support of a motion which was 
adopted urging a substantial increase 
in the wages payable to these workers 
and a reasonable amelioration of their 
ecnditions. 

“The root of the whole problem, 
taking it at an economic problem, is 
te discover what makes it impossible. 
to get the farmers to keep accounts 
and devote to their industry the same 
amount of attention and care as the 
city shop-keeper or manufacturer gives 
t> his employment. There must be 
scmething wrong, he said, ‘‘and, cs 
a teacher, my mind turns to the ex- 
planation that most people find that 
there is something faulty in the educa- 
tion, both of the farmer and of the 
labourer. A re-organisation of society 
on a proper basis of social justice is 
really necessary.” 

Professor Magennis suggested that 
any select body set up to inquire into 
the position of agriculture should con- 
sist of the members of the faculty of 
agriculture in the Senate, He criticised 
the finding of the Agricultural Wages 
Board—33s. a week, with a reduction 
of ód. for tea—as a ridiculous travesty 
and a return under a disguise to 
serfdom. “TI think,” he said. “it is 
a fundamental national duty that the 
national industry should be made to 
conform with the declarations of the 
Constitution.”

Doubtless, some of them are well 
founded ; but in most eases they h 


originated in the fertile minds ot 


American and other journalists whose 
jobs depend upon a constant supply of 
interesting “ stories ” to their news-- 
papers. Yesterday two conflicting 
reports were circulated. According 
to one, the Germans’ spring offensive 
has been timed to take place in the 
middle, or at the end, of April, 
when Rostov-on-Don and -the Kerch 
Peninsula will be Herr Hitler’s 
main objective. According to the 
other, 
begun already. This report alleges 
that the German High Command, 
using once again the weapon of sur- 
prise, has gone over to the offensive 
several weeks before anybody believed 
that such a move would be possible. 
Thirty-eight divisions of fresh 
reserves are said to have been flung 
into the fray in an attempt to wrest 
the initiative from the Russians; 
but no details are given, and it 
would be wise to treat the whole 
story with suspicion. On the other 
hand, the Russians themselves claim 
to have scored a series of striking 
successes during the last week; In 
the northern sector, where the 
German Sixteenth Army is virtually 
surrounded, Soviet skiers are re- 
ported to have advanced across the 
frozen Lake Ilmen, and, joining 
forces with local guerrillas, to have 
approached the outskirts of Staraya 
Russa, which is regarded as a 
“key” point by Russians and 
Germans alike. It is quite impos- 
sible to separate the chaff from the 
wheat in these reports. The Russians 
declare that they are keeping the 
Germans everywhere ‘‘on the run.” 
Dr. Goebbels, in his latest statement, 
speaks as if the German Army had 
emerged triumphantly from its 
harassing experiences duting the 
Russian winter, and predicts that 
the Soviets’ military strength will 
be smashed within the next few 
months. Manifestly — and very 
naturally—both sides are making the 
best use of their opportunities to 
spread propaganda. All that is 
certain is that Leningrad and 
Moscow remain in Russian hands 
after nine months of embittered 
campaigning; and that, for the 
moment, at any rate, the Red Army 
retains the general initiative. 

Speaking in London yesterday, 
Mr. Maisky, the Russian Ambas- 
sador, discussed the whole problem 
of the spring offensive at some 
length. He insisted that, in spite 
of great difficulties, the Russians 
had seized the initiative from the 
Germans, and had no intention to 
give it up again. His speech, in 
effect, was an appeal to Russia’s 
allies to adopt the offensive spirit. 
There was no point, he said, in look- 
ing forward to next year, or the year 
after that, as the starting-point of 
the Allies’ counter-offensive, Great 
Britain and the United States ought 
to stake everything on the present 
year; and, if they should take this 
course, they would break the back- 
bone of the “ Axis” Powers before 
the end of 1942. It is only natural 
that Russia should be anxious for 
the display of a more aggressive 
spirit among the Allies. Since last 
June her armies have been fighting 
continuously. They must have 
suffered appalling losses, which are 
in no wise mitigated by the fact that 
Germany’s losses have been equally 
great. The Allies, on the other hand, 
have suffered relatively few casualties. 
With the exception of the campaign 
in Libya, and the rearguard action 
in Malaya, the British land forces 
have been virtually idle, while 
the army of the United 
States has not had a chance 
to be deployed. Doubtless, there 
are many reasons why the Allies 
should adopt a waiting policy. In 
the meanwhile, however, the Russians 
take the view that nothing can be 
gained by undue caution. From the 
beginning of the war the Germans 
have taken risks—some of them 
gigantic risks—and in nearly every 
case their boldness has been justified 
by results. Naturally, the Russians 
do not want to fight another winter 
campaign. They are anxious to force 
a military decision before the end of 
the present year, and to obtain the 
maximum amount of assistance from 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Presumably, the Allies have decided 
upon a common strategy for 1942; 
but Mr. Maisky’s speech suggests a 
certain amount of anxiety lest too 
much caution should blunt the edge 
of their initiative.

Fhe Country’s Call 


The armed forces of this country 
are many times larger than they 
were two years ago; yet they are not 
large enough—indeed, they could not 
be large enough. It is not wholly 
fair to blame the people. If the 
country were at war, or in any 
urgent danger of war, they would be 
quick to enlist; but, through two 
and a half years of the most exten- 
sive conflict in history, the twenty- 
six counties have contrived to retain 
their neutrality, and it is merely a 
human weakness if men and women 
believe that such good fortune will 
persist. Their attitude, of course, is 
entirely wrong. It has not yet been 
worth any belligerent’s while to 
attack this part of Ireland, but at 
any moment the war may take such 
& twist as will bring us instantly 
into the centre of danger, Enlistment 
then will be too late. No Govern- 
ment could take the risk of putting 
a rifle, or a machine-gun, or a Mills 
bomb into the hands of a man who 
has not been trained to use it: not 
merely would it be a waste of scarce 
and valuable equipment, but it would

“ No one can escape the experience 
of poetry in one form or another,”’ said 
Mr. Austin Clarke, speaking on 
“ Modern Poetry.”

SHORT WEIGHT WITH 
IMPUNITY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Complaints recently made to 
my council about short weight given 
in turf and timber by various factors 
have led me to make inquiries extensive 
enough to reveal an administrative 
hiatus that should surprise most of 
your readers. Here are the bald 
facts :— 

There is no such specific charge, 
under the relevant Acts, as a charge 
for seiling under-weight, except in the 
case of coal and bread. 

If an Inspector of Weights and 
Measures or a police or Government 
official makes a test purchase and is 
giver, short weight, he can make no 
charge under the Weights and 
Measures or any other Act unless the 
trader’s scales have been tampered 
with or are proved faulty, He has 
no powers to Seaesill pre-packed goods 
for checkin Even in the coal trade, 
coal is the only fuel specifically 
mentioned sn the above Act as being 
subject to inspection. An inspector 
may be safely refused if, for instance, 
he asks that a suspected load of turf 
or timber be yt to a weigh-bridge 
for checking. 

The onus is, therefore, on the pur- 
chaser to protect himself from the 
short-weight specialist. But how many 
people have the ability or the oppor 


tunity or the assurance? To report 
to officials who have neither the 
necessary powers nor the simplified 
machinery for conviction is very nearly 
useless. It is true that some con- 
victions, particularly in turf and 
timber, have taken place, but legal 


circumlocution was necessary together 
with cast-iron evidence. 

What is to be done? Well, another 
Emergency Powers Order is at once 
required to:— 

(a) Make it an offence to sell any 
goods which are of less weight or 
measnre than is represented to the pur- 
chaser by the seller, either orally or 
in ei Is Confer authority on 
inspectors to take all steps necessary 
to enforce such Order. (They have 
had this power in England for over ten 
years. ) 

(b) Fix a severe penalty appropriate 
to the offence. 

(c) Ordain that all pre-packed goods 
and goods sold in bags or containers 
shall be sold by nett weight only. 

(d) Extend the Act to include all 
fuel (timber, logs, turf, coke, etc. ).—

Flax 


A correspondent writes :— 

Apropos the recent su; ggestion that 
New Zealand flax might grown 
commercially in Ireland to pyroduce 
twine and cordage. I fear the results 
might be disappointing. 

Perhaps you would like to try the 
following simple test :— 

Take a few flax fibres from a 
of New Zealand binder twine a 
equa! number from a leaf of 
flax grown in Ireland. Try the 
strength of the first sample against 
that of the second. It’s a bet that 
N.Z.-grown fibre wins hands down. 

On returning home to Ireland from 
New Zealand thirty years ago | had 
the same idea that a flax industry might 
be established, but on trying out the 
quality of the fibre discovered 
comparative weakness. 

Maybe there is something in Irish 
soil that doesn’t give N.Z. flax its 
native toughness—though, perhaps. the 
genius of the botanist might discover 
a variety which might acclimatise fully.

DUBLIN ARMS 
CHARGE 
BELFAST MAN’S TRIAL 
NEXT MONTH 


_ There was a sequel to the shooting affair 
in Castlewood avenue, Rathmines, on 
September sth last, when the Special 
Criminal Court. sitting at Collins’ Barracks, 
Dublin, yesterday, fixed April 8th as the 
date of the trial of William Rice, believed 
to be a native of Belfast. Rice was accused 
of shooting at a member of the Civic Guard 
with intent to murder him; with unlawfully 
and maliciously shooting at the Guard, with 
intent to resist or prevent his lawful appre- 
hension. and with intent to maim, disfigure 
or disable him. Rice also was charged with 
the possession of a firearm with intent to 
endanger life or cause sérious injury io 
property. 


OTHER TRIAL DATES 


The Court also fixed April 8th as the 
date of the trial of Company Quartermaster 
Sergeant Thomas Cullimore, charged with 
stealing 400 rounds of ammunition, a 
quantity of gelignite and a number of de- 
tonators, the property of the Minister for 
Defence, in 1937. He was also charged 
with the possession of the ammunition, with 
intent to enable another person or persons 
to endanger life or cause serious injury to 
property. 

April 8th also was fixed for the trial of 
Kieran Downey, of Cashel road, Crumlin, 
Mublin, who was charged with receiving 400 
rounds of ammunition on December 24th 
last, knowing it to have been stolen; with 
having the ammnnition in his possession, 
with intent to enable another person or 
persons to endanger life or cause serious 
injury to property, and with its possession 
without a firearms certificate. 

March 3ist was fixed as the date of the 
trial of Patrick Deery, who was charged 
with having unlawfully in his possession in 
Dublin, on March 12th. documents secretly 
recording information in contravention of 
Article 26 of the Emergency Powers Order, 
1930, contrary to Section 3 of the 
Emergency Powers Act, 1930. 


TRAMWAYMAN’S LIBEL 
ACTION 


Judge Shannon, in the Dublin Circuit 
Court yesterday, holding that Joseph Roe, 
tram conductor, Tramway terrace, Blackrock, 
had failed to prove that Dr. Christopher J. 
O'Carroll, Albany avenue, Monkstown, had 
written any document to the Dublin United 
Transport Company which referred to him, 
dismissed his libel action against Dr, 
O'Carroll in respect of words alleged to be 
in a letter of July, 1941, from Dr. O’Carroll 
to the company to the effect that Mr. Roe 
had charged him 44d, for travelling a 
distance for which he had charged other 
people 
Mr. Charles S. Campbell, K.C., whe, with 
Mr. John Devlin (instructed by Messrs, 
Murtagh, Fay and Co.), appeared for Mr. 
Roe, said that the Transport Company had 
increased a threepenny fare, which allowed 
people to go to the Blackrock dépót, by a 
penny. At first Dr. O'Carroll objected, but 
later paid the increased fare, and from time 
to time made various charges, and 
apparently engaged in a campaign to show 
that people were not being charged the 
extra penny; that while“ he was being 
charged it others were allowed to travel 
the extra distance free. Dr. O'Carroll had 
written long reports to the company, en- 
closing tickets, and on several occasions 
Mr. Roe’s tickets were attached to the 
letters. Mr. Roe’s tickets were gone through 
and he was requested to report whether he 
was performing his duty properly. That 
was very serious for a conductor whose 
record was unexampled in the service of 
the company, and he had brought this 
action to vindicate his character. 

Judge Shannon, having heard read two 
setters” of July 9th, 1941, stated to have 
been written by Dr. O'Carroll to the Trans- 
port Company, observed that there was no 
reference to Mr. Roe in them; and Daniel 
O’Hanlon, chief disciplinary officer of the 
company, not having identified certain 
tickets as having come from Dr. O'Carroll, 
the judge said that there was no. course 
open to him but to dismiss the action with 
costs. 

In his defence, Dr. O'Carroll had denied 
that he had written the words complained 
of by Mr. Roe, or that they referred to Mr. 
Roe, and pleaded that they had been 
written bona fide and on @ privileged 
occasion, he being a shareholder of the 


company. 

Mr. E. 8. FitaSimon (instructed by 
Messrs. McCracken and Son) appeared for 
the Transport Company.

HEAVY BURDEN AND 
RESPONSIBILITY 


HE burning question in the minds 

I of potential subscribers to the 

Incorporated ea Seir gh Hospi- 
tal of Ireland was, why had no grant 
been made from the Hospitals’ Mund 
for the Orthopedic Hospital, said Mr 
Adams A. McConnell, F.RB.C.S.L, 
yesterday when speaking at the 
annual meeting of the friends and 
supporters of the hospital. 

Nhe McConnell said that the Hospi- 
tal Commissioners, in their 1937 report, 
said that “when the Dublin General 
Hospitals had . been enlarged and 
improved, as is envisaged, they will 
possess as an inte ral part of their 
organisation up-to-date and efficient, 
orthopedic sections, and the necessity 
for a special orthopedic hospital in the 
city, doin precise y similar work, was 
far from obvious.’’ But, he continued, 
the Dublin general hospitals had not 
been enlarged, had not been improved, 
and most of ‘them did not possess an 
orthopedic section; and who could tell 
when those conditions would be ful- 
filled. Whatever might an ae in the 
remote future, at present the principle 
accepted by the Hospitals’ Commission 
was being fulfilled by this Orthopedic 
Hospital. 

‘The new hospital in which they stood 
had been provided for less than £150 
a bed. Even before this war the cost 
of a bed in a general hospital was 
estimated at £1,000. yratitude, 
common-sense, and economic wisdom 
must all combine to endorse the action 
of the governors of this hospital. 

Mr. R. B. Conyngham presided at 
the meeting in the unavoidable absence 
of the Chief Justice, and dwelt on the 
need of publicity for the work done in 
the hospital, which was now holding its 
first meeting in the new location at 
Castle avenue, Clontarf. He mentioned 
that that morning they had received 
good publicity in the papers—very 

enerous publicity, when one remem- 
bered the limited space available.

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| SECRETARY'S REPORT 


TO G.A.A. CONGRESS 


By PAT'0. 


Mr. J. O'Keeffe, General Secretary to 
the G. A A., had a difficult year to review 
for the approaching Easter Congress at the 
City Ifall, Dublin, on Easter Sunday. at 
10.30 a.m. Cattle disease forced many post- 
ponements, and absence of special trains 
and “bus services meant smaller attend- 
ances. In the circumstances, it is satis- 
factory to find an excess eo. income over 
expenditure of £2,200, as compared with 
£6.800 in 1940. 

The Galway-Kerry football final was the 
biggest source of revenue (23.541). as com- 
pared with the Cork-Dublin hurting final 
(£1,872). Outside schools and colleges, 
there were 1,700 affiliated clubs, represent- 
ing 3.000 teams, Cork again heading the 
list with 167 clubs, Leinster is the strongest 
province in nutnbers. 

The assets of the Central Council amount 
fo £99,579, of which £94,000 is invester 
in grounds and t.ouse property. 

Mr. O'Keeffe refers to the steady pro- 
gress of the cames in the schools and col- 
lewes. Hie deprecates special training in 
general, an“ for youths in oarticular; he 
complains that on ‘he question of discipline 
there is much cause for concern—some 
players and spectators show a total dis- 
regard for their duties and oblications. 
“A wiser nnderstanding between players, 
officials, and spectators.’” says Mr. O'Keeffe, 

‘would. very soon put an end to those in- 
cidents which sometimes mar our matches.” 

There are eight candidates for the posi- 
tion of Present. in succession to Mr P. 
J. McNamee (Antrim). but withdrawals are 
likely. Motions are non-contentious; Clare 
proposes the extcnsion of Mr. McNamee's 
presidency during the emergency. There is 
an echo of last year’s hurling final in a 
proposal by Tipperary that in cases of 
emerzency, the final be postponed.”’
